WASHINGTON'S LEDGER OF 


MILITARY EXPENDITURES AS 


ARMY'S CHIEF BEING SHOWN 


BY ROLAND C. DA VIES 
(Associated Press Staff Writer.; 
WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 1.—Wr- 
George Washington's revolutionary 
ledger, showing that as commander- 
in-chlef of the new republic's forces 
in Its long war of independence he 
spent only $160,074 of public funds, 
has just been removed from 
the 
government's files for the use of 
American historians. 


The ledger covered the eight year 
period from Washington's assump- 
tion of the revolutionary army's 
command In June, 1775, to the sign- 
ing of the peace treaty at Paris, 
and for nearly 150 years has lain 
thick with dust in the records of 
the government's general account- 
Ing office. 


In it, Washington daily recorded 
with quill and ink his expenses and 
with careful and explicit notations 
accounted every expenditure, not- 
ing whether it was for "household 
expenses," "reconnalssalnces of the 
enemy's forces" or for purchase of 
equipment and filling about 100 
pages which form a priceless manu- 
script. 
The ledger shows that between 


' 1775 to 1781, he spent $17,617 on his 
•py system, listing various 
jnenU to "unnamed persons." 


pay- 


The book presents a chronologic- 


al summary of Washington's move- 
ments in the Revolution .and each 
of his battles. For the first two 
years, he itemized his expenses in 
terms of pound sterling, but after 
177" his accounts were In terms of 
both dollars and the English cur- 
rency, the latter column being head- 
ed "Lawful money." 


Washington evidently did not at- 
tempt to conceal from 
the 
new 


American government his reverses 
on the battlefield. In his 1777 ac- 
counts he recorded expenditures 
"during the retreat through 
the 
Jerseys to Pensylvania" and later 
in the same year a $1,037 item for 
expenses on the march from Ger- 
mantown, Pa., "until we butted at 
Valley Forge for the winter." 


Frequently entries were made tor 
reconnaissances of the command 
"somethimes with and 
without the army but 


er-in-chlef 
sometimes 
generally with only a 
party of 
horse." The expeditions, these rec- 
ords show, were to scout the Brit- 
ish forces or to lay out the Ameri- 
can army's plan or defensive po- 
sitions by personal 
observation.

"There is an ample sup- 
ply of wool at present and buyers 
believe this condition will continue 
for several years which means that 
short, dirty, greasy wool will be dis- 
criminated against and that wool 
of higher quality that will wash out 
a higher percentage of clean wool 
will command a premium. 
"Beginners in the business should 
start with a small flock and stay 


• with It through thick and thin,"," 
Mr. Marshall continued. "Outside 
of the small farm flock for clean- 
Ing up weeds in pastures and waste 
fields, sheep and goats do better In 
regions where the annual rainfall 
Is less than 30 inches. 
This 
is 
largely due to the fact that losses 
from stomach worms are less there, 
although it Is now possible to con- 
trol worms to a large extent by 
management and medicine. 
"Contrary to what some people 


believe and although both 
sheep 


• 
and goats thrive on short range, 
grasses rathe* than weeds consti- 
tute from 50 to 60 percent of their 
feed. This should determine part- 
ly the area..selected for these ani- 
mals. Where many noxious weeds 
such as needle grass, cockle burs, 
sand burs, hoar hound, beggar lice 
and loco abound 
much 
trouble 


comes from deaths, stomach worms 
and yowered market values of wool 
and mohair. Briars, catclaws and 
ther thorty plants cause losses by 
Dulling out either wool or mohair 
And sometimes catching animals 
and holding them until they starve 


"Another Important factor In the

lions of dollars annually to plant 
continually'gin run or mongrelized 
cotton seed of many varieties, and 
such a practice Is a mark of a 
backward state In the cotton Indus- 
try," according to E. A. Miller, Ex- 
tension Service Agronomist, 
who 


told of the advantages of commu- 
nity cotton standardization before 
the farm crops section of the Farm- 
ers Short Bourse at the A. & M. 
College of Texas Wednesday. "By 
growing many varieties the seed 
mixes at the gin and soon runs out, 
and even good seed Is ruined in ~ 
few seasons," he said. 


"Spinners find much waste In 


spinning the uneven fibre 
that 


comes from mixed seed and are 
finding difficulty In locating large 
supplies of even running cotton. 
One-variety communities have the 
opportunity of producing uniform 
cotton for which a special market 
may be obtained. The slowness of 
farmers to get together by commu- 
nities on one variety Is largely due 
to the "hog round" buying system 
that buys on grade alone and ig- 
nores staple slengths. 
"A start has been made on stand- 


ardization of cotton in Texas, how- 
ever, with forty county agenta re- 
porting 115 communities on such a 
basis this year. A survey last sea- 
son showed that where such cotton 
was pooled or sold through a mar- 
ceting organization It brought an av-

9.6 per cent for the entire Industry. 
"A total of 554,000 barrels were

103,000 barrels were manufactured 
in the six months. Shipments In 
June amounted to 579,000 barrels, 
or a gain of 6,000 barrels over the 
same menth a year ago.

DRIVER 


As motor traffic has in- 


creased accidents have mul- 
tiplied. More accidents have 
meant more hit-and-run driv- 
ers. And every new case of 
hit and run has added to the 
public resentment toward 
those who fail to offer 
or 


give aid to a pedestrian they 
have run down or to the oc- 
cupants of another automo- 
bile with which they have 
collided. The situation is so 
acute, in the opinion of the 
American Automobile Asso- 
coation, that it has offered a 
reward of $100 to every per- 
son giving information lead- 
ing to the apprehension and 
conviction of a hit-and-run 
driver. 


There is nothing obscure 


about the law, now possess- 
ed by virtually every state, 
which makes it mandatory 
for the motorist whose car 
has figured in an accident to 
render aid to those in the 
other machine and to furn- 
ish his name and address if 
they are requestea. 
There 


is nothing unjust in such a 
jaw but there is much that 
is not humane in the person 
who will leave the victim of 
a traffic accident to die in 
the road. The motorist who 
injures another, if he is 
blameless, usually wants an 
opportunity to explain 
the 


accident to the authorities 
and to succor the injured. 


Those 
who understand 


human nature know that not 
all hit-and-run drivers are 
devoid of honesty and hu- 
manity. Some flee in blind 
terror, though the responsi- 
bility for the accident is not 
tneirs. 
Society and 
the 


courts must recognize a dis 
tinction between these and 
the type of driver who never 
tries to avoid an accident but 
always tries to evade the 
consequences for his reck- 
lessness. 
It is doubtful if 


even the threat of long im- 
prisonment can cure the 
more pronounced cases of 
both types, and only uni- 
versal temperance will stop 
men, under the influence of 
liquor, from hitting and run- 
ning.

Midsummer is less a period to 


carry out measures for prevention 
or control of the fungous diseases 
which sometimes afflict gardens, 
than it is a time tor regret over 
not having taken precautions ear- 
lier. In the absence of appropriate 
preventive measures, rusts, leaf- 
spots, yellows, and root rot dis- 
eases are likely to have made such 
progress by this time that cures 
are Impossible—one can strive only 
to preserve the health of flowers 
not yet attacked, and resolve to be- 
gin earlier another season. 


However, there are a few such 


matters that should be attended to 
now. 
To insure having asters in 


profusion until fall, If the destruc- 
tive yellows disease has made Its 
appearance, pull and burn all af- 
fected aster pants. 
This disease 


Is communicated from plant to 
plant by the feeding operations of 
an agile and inconspicuous Insect. 
Affected plants turn yellow and 
cease to grow; they produce only 
deformed, greenish yellow flowers.

Belshazzar Feasted — A Tale of Intemper- 


ance and Daniel's Word of Doom.

A brick from Babylon lies in my 
udy. 
All the way from the ruins 


i Babylon, where Jackals 
now 


_,.iowl and owls hoot and where no 
'man dwells, I carried this souvenir. 


It is the strange policy of the pres- 
ent Irak government to let 
the 


ruing of "Babylon, so carefully ex- 
cavated by the Germans under Dr. 
Kaldeway, revert to shapeless des- 
olation, and whosoever cares to do 
so may carry away mementos of 
the great days of Nebuchadrezzar. 


When I visited Babylon In Jan- 
s uary, 1911, the whole plan of NO- 
>< buchadrebbar's palace had 
beon 
^- meticulously laid bare, so that one 
could walk through the identical 
chambers and passageways 
once 


trodden by the feet of the famous 
monarch who ruled his world. I 
was most of all Impressed by the 
great throne room of the palace, 
every brick of the floor In perfect 
position, where It had 
been ce- 
mented in bitumen, 2500 years ago. 
The Germans even pointed out to 
me the alcove where 
doubtless 


stood the king's throne. Here sat 
Belshazzar 
during 
the 
revelry 
which was so dramatically ended 
by the mysterious hand, writing a 
message of doom on the opposite 


One of these throne room bricks 


still remained on 
the 
sadly-de- 


spoiled-site when I recently wenl 
again to Babylon. So Ibrought it 
home with me, the black bitumen 
Btlll clinging to one side, and the 
other stamped with the name and 
a grandeloquent inscription of Ne- 
buchadrezzar. 
The brick is sun- 


baked, about 15 Inches square anc 
three inches thick. I hope it wil

Discussing factors 
that 
affect 
dairy development. C. N. Shepard- 
son, head of the dairy husbandry 
department of the college, declar- 
ed the future success of dairying 
depended primarily upon the ability 
to 
reduce 
costs of production 
through more efficient cows and 
more economical feeding. 
Dairying promised a much needed 
relief from the evils of a one crop 
system, Shepardson said, a relief 
that is needed in many parts of 
Texas. 
"Not only the farmers but also 


the business men of the state are 
realizing that there is a real need 
of dairying in our farm program," 
he said. "With the awakening of 
this interest on the part of all con- 
cerned, we have made one of the 
biggest steps In the development of 
Texas dairying."
